WILL RESUME 


HORSE RACING 


NEAR BERLIN 


(•Associated Press Correspondence) 
Berlin, 
May 
12.—Devotees 
of 


horse racing and breeders who .have 
been all but ruined, have finally suc- 
ceeded in assuring a resumption of 
some flat racing this season, after 
canvassing all who are interested in 
the sport. 
Plans have been com- 


pleted for a series of six races at 
Hoppergarten, near 
Berlin, 
begin- 


ning Sunday, May 16, and continu- 
ing each Sunday thereafter. 


No effort has been made as yet to 


secure a resumption of steeple chas- 
ing or trotting races. The former is 
regarded as practically Impossible be- 
cause almost every gentleman rider 
in Germany is now in the field. 


A large part of the opposition that 


has been voiced against racing has 
been from persons who oppose any- 
thing like frivolity in war time. The 
racing proponents argue that if nec- 
essary the words sport and pleasure 
shall be erased, and that racing shall 
be purely for the sake of keeping the 
breed of race horses at a high stand- 
ard, and for the benefit of stables 
that otherwise would have to go out 
of existence. They do not go beyond 
July in their present plans. 
The 


sporting clubs that must arrange the 
races undoubtedly will make up cards 
for August, September, October and 
«arly November if the 
public sup- 


ports the races now arranged. 


Nevertheless the biggest races of 


the season, in point of usual interest 
and purses, are all scheduled, and 
have about the normal number of en- 
tries. These events include the Ber- 
lin Grand Prix with a purse of 100,- 
000 marks, and the Hamburg Derby, 
purse 125,000 marks, both planned 
for July. 


The entries for both races were 


made in 1913, and have dropped in 
size, of course, but not below normal. 
Thus there remained, after the last 
forfeit day toward the middle 
of 


April, thirty entries for the Grand 
Prix and-forty for the Derby. 


Racing enthusiasts, breeders es- 


pecially, are sure that the season 
will see events at Berlin, Hamburg, 
Frankfort, 
Cologne, Dresden 
and 


Leipsic, and perhaps at Stuttgart and 
Munich. Both the king of Wurtem- 
burg and the king of Bavaria 
arc 


owners of stables and may help the 
general movement. 


A number of tracks will be closed. 


That at Ruhleben, near Berlin, is 
now the site of the big 
detention 


camp for British civilians, at Grune- 
wald, there is a hospital used for 
those wounded in the war, and one of 
the tracks at Cologne is used for 
herding cattle. 


Another factor which has added to 


the difficulties is the shortnage of 
trainers and jockeys. Various sport- 
ing and jockey clubs of Germany for 
years past have favored Americans 
and Englishmen trainers, and those 
just at present are scarce. 


Soon after the war began some 22 


English traineis and a dozen jockeys, 
the leaders of their profession in 
Germany, were interned at Ruhleben. 
When racing became a practical cer- 
tainty again its backers began quiet- 
ly getting the men out, and succeed- 
ed in having eleven trainers released. 
The move got to be known, however, 
and anti-English sentiment proved to 
be tremendously strong that the oth- 
ers are still in confinement, with 
small chance of getting out to help 
out the situation. 


There are three trainers and two 


jockeys from America who, it is be- 
lieved, will be here when racing gets 
under way. They include

have "organized" trarshootinff. 


But to the trapsliooting fraternity 


there appear no bugaboos of contract- 
jumping, oblurate magnates or any ol 
the other ills to which baso ball has 
become the heir. As to rival shooting 
leagues? Gicat! There can't be too 
many. 


Now, all this happens because trap- 


shooting is an amateur sport and has 
no interest in gate receipts, for there 
are none, neither are there "slaves" 
forced to play for mere pittances of

The activities- of the Interstate As- 


sociation arc as little In evidence on

Nevertheless, the ramifications of the 


Interstate touch 
every trapstiootmg 


club in the United States and, directly 
or indirectl>, every trapshooter. 


It is under the direction of the In- 


terstate Association that the big sec- 
tional handicap meets are held, also 
the Grand American Handicap which, 
in many respects, is the classic of na- 
tional sporting events. If the followers 
of any other sport are inclined to 
question this latter 
statement, let 


them, first of all, show—as does the 
G. A. H.—an entry list of more than 
500 participants 
representing every 


section of the country. 


The preliminary arrangements for 


the sectional meets and the big na- 
tional affair, the conducting of them 
and the settling up at the close are 
tasks involving a tremendous mass of 
detail. Yet, this is but a part of the 
work of the Interstate Association. 
Scores of 
state 
shoots and minor 


meets, held at clubs scattered from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from 
Canada to Mexico, are annually "reg- 
istered" with the Association. This 
means the drafting of programs, the 
auditing of scores, etc. Also the allot- 
ment, from the funds of the Inter- 
state of "added money" for the mak- 
ing up of purses for successful con- 
testants, and the donation of trophies 
and other prizes. 


The 
records of all 
entrants In 


"registered" shoots are as carefully 
compiled by the Association as are 
the batting and fielding averages of 
professional ball players. When it is 
realized that 
tens of thousands of 


shooters 
enter 
these 
"registered" 


meets, some idea of the immensity of 
the job will be had. 


The "past performances" of shoot 


ers in "registered" programs form the 
basis of the handicapping in the Grand 
American 
and 
sectional 
handicap 


meets. 


These records of shooters in "regis 


tcred" shoots are published in a book 
at the end of each year, which is dis 
tribntcd 
to trapsliooting clubs to 


guide 
handicap committees in the 


proper rating of club members and 
visiting shooters. 


Only in part has the work of the 


Interstate Association been covered in 
this article, but enough has been stat- 
ed to suggest that no other sport ex- 
cept professional base ball Is so thor- 
oughly organized as ia trapshootlng.

LURES CADDIES FROM GOLF

shot of the "enemy" sailing harmless- 
ly overhead. 


Of course, there 
are 
fewer trap 


boys needed than caddies, so the wily 
youngsters are urging upon 
these 


country club "gun buga" the deslr 
ability of having a friend "at trap." 
Now anyone who has watched the 
"clay skimmers" take uncanny flight 
when directed by the band of a crafty 
youngster, will readily be convinced 
of the logic of this. Hence each erst 
while caddy seeks to attach himself 
to a "smasher of skimmers" by prom 
ising easy "straightaways," though the 
lad would likely find it difficult to de- 
liver the promised goods.

Prof. Price had been treated by the 
trustees of the school.

Will slightly rotating the 
poppet 


valve* of a motor prevent the valves 
from improperly seating and carbon 
from forming on the valve seats? 


Oscillating the valves will tend to 


keep- tbe seats clean and thus the 
valves will be found to seat more uni- 
formly. 
Naturally, tins will n!so pre- 


vent the aecuniiil.ition of carbon in 
any quantity on the seats. 


My motor skips when running slowly 


or pulling hard on high gear if the 
Spark lever is advanced more than half 
way on the quadrant. 
As soon as I re- 


tard the spark below this point the en- 
gine picks up and will pull as well as 
it ever did. 
Why is this? 
It is not 


the fault of the carbureter, as I have 
tried all kinds of adjustments and have 
operated it under every condition. 


If the magneto is correctly timed it 


Is probable that the trouble is due to 
weak magnets. When the sp'iik le%er 
Is advanced all the tray the spark ac- 
tually occurs \\ueu the armature is at 
the edge of the magnetic field instead 
of being in the position where the 
strength of the field is greatest There- 
fore if the magnets are weak the ef- 
fect must first be felt at the weakest 
point in the field, and that may be ei- 
ther a position of great advance or re- 
tard, depending on how the magneto 
is linked up. Recharging the magnets 
should remo\e the trouble.

Should this be straightened when cold 
or hot? 


The knuckle should be straightened 


when bot. It is better to put in a new 
one, however, as it is difficult to 
straighten it so that the wheels will 
run true. If the bend is in the spindle 
there is no possibility of straightening 
It satisfactorily, and even if only the 
arm Is bent It will be hard to true 
it up. 


Are the so called ant!-rust prepara 


tions injurious to the cooling system? 


We have no reports where any of 


the preparations which are on the mar- 
ket that are sold especially for auto- 
mobile radiators have done any harm. 
There are occasions, however, where 
boiler 
compounds have been used 


which contain corrosive 
substances 


that have acted injuriously on the ra- 
diator and water connections. 
For 


this reason before using any prepara- 
tion it should be known that it is in- 
tended particularly for radiators and 
nothing else. 


How far apart should the spark plug 


points be, using a high tension mag- 
neto? 


The usual point clearance is one thir- 


ty-second inch, but many find that 
even a smaller clearance is better. If 
the plug points are too far apart you 
will soon be aware that something is 
wrong, as the motor will start to miss, 
particularly when the car is running 
slowiy. 


We would appreciate your telling us 


how to correct the oiling system in a 
new car which has given trouble since 
it left the factory. 
The car has been 


driven 3,000 miles, so by this time 
should be thoroughly "worn in." 
The 


trouble is that oil works up into the 
first and fourth cylinders. 


Faulty piston rings seem to be the 


only condition which would give tbe 
oiling trouble you mention. It may be 
that the joints of the rings, which are 
of the ordinary eccentric type, 1m e 
become aligned, leaving a passageway 
for the oil. to enter the combustion 
space. Another possibility is that you 
have too much oil In the crank case, 
which causes a greater supply than 
necessary to be thrown up. It would 
seem that the best step to take would 
be to remove the pistons and examine 
the rings on the cylinders that give 
tbe trouble. The pistons can be re- 
moved by taking off the lower half of 
the crank case, remo\ing the lower 
connecting rod bearing cap and with- 
drawing piston and connecting rod as- 
sembly. 
A replacement of the rings 


should eliminate the difficulty. 


When adding electrolyte to a storage 


battery, should it be done when the 
battery is discharged, and, if so, how 
can one tell when the proper amount 
has been added? 


Dif.til'ed water should be added be- 


fore the battery is placed on charge 
The solution should cover tbe plates. 
In some Latteries the level is one-half 
inch higher thau the tops of the plate*. 
A battery can be tested at any time, 
and ob>iou*ly the only way to tell 
whether it is fully charged or not N 
to test it lu some manner, the gra\iti 
method usually being used. 


What part does glycerin play in an 


anti-freeze solution'' 


Glycerin is used in anti-freeze solu 


tions for the reason th.it it prevents 
•the alcohol in such solutions from evap- 
orating lapidly and thus presenes the 
power of the mixture to resist tbe cold. 


I would like to have you tell me why 


I have trouble in starting my car when 
tvarm. 
Several times I have had to 


get help from some one who could 
spin it. Sp.nmng always starts it, but 
this I am unable to do. 
It always 


starts readily if thrown into high when 
rolling down a grade. 


The fact that > ou have no trouble in 


'•tnrting the motor •when cold would In- 
dic.ite immediately that the trouble is 
not in the i-inition sjitem. If you viill 
try a slishtlj richer mixture on the car- 
bureter it maj relieve the trouble. Au- 
other po^Mble cause is that the valves 
maj be adjusted too close so that when 
cold they close, but when warm there 
is fin air leak that dilutes the mixture. 
Carbon trouble also acts this way at 
times, and if the motor has not been 
cleaned out latelj it is suggested that 
the carbon be removed. Another possi- 
ble feature which does come under the 
head of feuitiou is that the dry bat- 
teries may be weak. 


Can gas such as generated from car- 


bide be used in an automobile engine? 


Yes. Occasionally \\e hear of a mo- 


torist driving home on acetylene gas 
•when his supply of gasoline is exhaust- 
ed. The objection to the use of this 
gas is that it is much more expensive 
than gasoline. 


The storage battery seems to charge 


on my oar so that it will furnish cur- 
rent for the lights and start the motor; 
then suddenly 
it will 
become dis- 


charged. Where should I look for the 
trouble? 


From the Information you furnish it 


would seem that the battery Is either 
completely discharged or you have n 
Bhort circuit In the system. It would 
seem quite likely that It Is the former, 
and If this is the case a thorough re- 
charge will remedy the difficulty un- 
less tbe battery has been left In the 
discharged condition for too great a 
length of time. 
If so. the battery 


will probably require overhauling. The 
symptom for this trouble 1* exactly 
what you describe—the battery stnrti 
the motor and also Kl\c<? a very bright 
light for n few moments and then ap- 
parently is dcnd. • 


In drilling holes in pistons to make 


them lighter how much can be taken 
off and how should they be drilled? 


You can safely drill eight three- 


eighths 
irjfh 
holes equally spaced 


around the piston. In drilling place a 
cylindiical blotk of wood in the pis- 
ton, the wood just fitting. This will 
prevent the metal from cracking. You 
can bold the piston under the drill 
with your hands. 


Would a good iron rivet be suitable 


to rivet a front cross member to the 
frame on a light car or should it be 
put on with steel rivets? 


Good iron n\ets would be suitable 


to use on the fiame of a light car 
The principal stress endured by these 
rivets is one of sheer through the tend- 
ency to rack on the part of the 
frame. 
A great deal depends upon 


the manner in which the meting Is 
done. For Instance, it has been shown 
in experimenting that a rhet is Go per 
cent weaker m a dulled hole than in a 
punched hole and that by rounding the 
edge of the ri\°t hole the apparent 
sheering resi-,tance is increased 12 per 
cent. It is al^o true that sheering re- 
sistance is probably lesb for double 
than for single sheer, and this is prob- 
ably due to the unequal distribution of 
the stress on the two rivet sections 
Experiments on the sheering strength 
of iron and steel rhets would indicate 
that the proportion of iron to steel is 
as 19 to 22 1. This ratio is said to be 
valid only if the sheer is in a plane 
perpendicular to the direction of roll- 
ing, which would be approximately 
the case in your cross frame connec- 
tion. 


What are the advantages and disad- 


vantages of the disk friction chain 
drive compared with other types of 
transmission 
now 
more 
commonly 


used? 


The advantages of the friction' trans- 


mission are that it offers an infinite 
number of gear ratios, is silent, cheap 
to manufacture and simp'e. The dis- 
ad\antage Is that the friction disk 
must be renewed every few thousand 
mile",. 
This is a small matter, but 


woith noting, and the amount of 
horsepower it will transmit under the 
conditions found in automobile design 
Is limited. 
Therefore it has never 


been used to any extent on large cars, 
but has found favor on some cars of 
medium size and on more small cars. 


The gear set of my car is of the plan- 


etary type. When the low speed pedal 
is pushed down to start there is a 
knock heard from the gear set at regu- 
lar intervals. What is the cause of it? 


Owing to the speed of the motor In 


starting out on low speed the knock 
you speak of possibly Is at the outer 
homing or transmission shaft bearing, 
where the car Is cranked. The dust 
nnd dirt continually working In this 
babbitt cut out the bearing sufficient- 
ly to produce a knock at this point. 
This bearing hns a babbitt lining and 
must be poured to fit the shaft. 


Please explain whether there would 


be any advantage gained by fitting 
aluminium pistons? 


Aluminium pistons nre lighter and 


reduce the vibration because of their 
light weight. The expansion of alu- 
minium under hent is greater than that 
of cast Iron, ghlnic groat difficulty In 
determining clearance.

LIBERTY BELL SUFFERS 


NEW CRACK AT CROWN. 


Believed to Have Come Since Prepara- 


tions For Trip to 


The crack in the Liberty bell, which 


within the last two or three years 
spread up and around the bell through 
the lettering, now extends to the top 
and round the crown, an expert mi- 
croscopic examination has proved. 


This new extension of the crack has 


occurred, it is believed, since the clap- 
per was removed the other day at the 
instance of Philadelphia 
authorities 


and-a heavy steel frame or "spider" 
placed inside to protect the bell from 
shocks and jolts on its journey to the 
Panama-Pacific exposition. 


Removal of the ancient clapper that 


has hung silent within the old bell for 
three-quarters of a century was neces- 
sary, so that the supporting device, 
which is visible only after careful in 
spection, might be placed within the 
bell without boring or cutting the met- 
al in any way. 'When the Liberty bell 
starts on its Journey to the west the 
great clapper, battered and corroded, 
will be displayed on the trip. 


The committee in charge has an- 


nounced that the bell will leave Phil- 
adelphia July 5 via the Pennsylvania 
railroad to Chicago, then to Kansas. 
City, to Denver, to Ogden, Dtah, via 
Cheyenne and Salt Lake City, to Hunt- 
ingtou. Ore.; to Spokane, to Portland, 
to San Francisco. 


Returning stops will be made at Oak- 


land. Sacramento, Portland, Tacoma, 
Seattle, Walla Walla, Salt Lake, Og- 
deu, Cheyenne, Denver, Lincoln, Oma- 
ha, Topeka, Kansas City. Des Moines, 
East Moline, Joliet, Chicago, Logans- 
port, Pittsburgh and Harrisburg. it 
will be seen in seventeen states.
